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TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE LORD LIEUTENANT OF IRELAND. 

MAY IT PLEA 3 E YOOR EXCELLENCY, 

pURSUANT to the Act 5 & 6 Tict. c. 108, for the Regulation of the Irish 
i Fisheries, we have the honour to submit this our Third Annual Report. 

Previously to entering on details of the Irish Fisheries, we beg to submit a 
ew general observations, as the result of our experience, after another vear’s 
working of the Act. 

Complaints have certainly been made, and dissatisfaction expressed in some 
bcahties, but these may chiefly be attributed to the provisions of the Act not 
having been clearly understood nor duly enforced ; and we feel justified in 
assuming, on the whole, a decided tendency towards improvement in the com- 
mercial value of the Irish Fisheries. 

This improvement is, no doubt, in some degree, attributable to the general 
spirit and individual enterprise progressing throughout the country; but the 
immediate bearing of these agencies -upon the Fisheries appears to us to be 
mainly due to the wise provisions of the Act. 

The legitimate field for individual euterprize, in this branch of trade, is now 
impartially thrown open to all under suitable protection ; and those who embark 
in It must be impressed with the useful conviction, that a reliance on their own 
energies and industry will furnish the only and sure foundation of success.

There is reason to expect that the construction of railways in Ireland will 
impart new life and vigour lo the Fisheries, especially those on the western 
coast, where, although the choicest descriptions of fish are found in great abun- 
dance, yet the fishermen are indifferent, if not opposed, to the adoption of 
improved modes of capture, from want of sufficient and remunerative markets for 
their disposal ; and from this cause they are frequently left dependent (with cala- 
mitous results) upon the precarious Herring ’Fishery, and that with the line and 
hook ; evils w’hich will probably cease to operate when increased facilities of 
communication shall have been opened with the interior of the country, and 
with England and Scotland. 

From some parts of the south of Ireland an export to the English markets of 
the superior kinds of “ Flat Fish,” packed in ice, has already commenced ; and 
from the whole of the north-east, south, and south-west coast, very large quan- 
tities of salmon are shipped, having previously afforded extensive employment 
to great numbers of pereons engaged in their capture, preparation, carriage, 
procuring of ice, aud packing, &c. • 

The progress of improvement in the Fisheries of Ireland is, doubtless, mate- 
rially checked by want of small piers and harbours on the coast ; and we are of 
opinion that every reasonable encouragement and assistance should continue to 
be afforded, with a view to remedy this palpable evil, in conjunction with an 
improved organization of system in the collection of local funds applicable to the 
same purpose. 

For a great extent round the north-west coast of Ireland, very few first-class 
fishing boats, suitable for deep-sea fishing, are to be found, as will be seen on 
reference to the Registry Table. In one district, of 52 miles of coast, there is 
but one such boat registered ; and in another, extending 174 miles, not one. 
On parts of the east and south-east coast, notwithstanding the existence of con- 
siderable facility of communication with England, and where, consequently, the 
want of a good market is less felt, a similar deficiency of first-class boats is 
observable; and this can only be attributed to the absence of small piers or 
harbours of refuge; while in other districts, in which first-class boats are com- 
paratively numerous, in consequence of the remoteness of the existing piers and 
harbours from the fishing ground, a profitable employment of the boats is most 
sensibly diminished ; and during the continuance of adverse wdnds or stormy 
weather, the fishermen are unable to follow their occupation, and having no other 
source of employment, are frequently reduced to a state of much privation and 
distress. 

Many persons, anxious for the improvement of the Fisheries, and sensible of 
the admitted want of suitable boats, proper rigging and other gear, and fishing 
tackle, strenuously advocate a system of grants or loans, through Government 
instrumentality, with a view to remedy these deficiencies; but without can- 
vassing the policy ofaffording such public aid, we have no hesitation in declaring 
our conviction, in accordance with the views of the Commissioners of Fishery 
Inquiry, that it would prove inadequate for the intended purpose, and end in 
disappointment. 

The only proper and effectual remedies for these drawbacks on the prosperity 
of the Irish Fisheries will be found to consist in the construction of piers and 

harbours 
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harbours for the protection of the fishermen and their boats, and the throwino- 
open good maAets for the disposal of their produce, by increasing the faoilitiel 
of communication throug^hout the country. 

Adventitious to these improvements, we should soon see the investment of nri 
vate capital in aid of the effectual prosecution of the Fisheries ; and the necessLv 
combination of money with labour would soon elevate them to that commercial 
importance which they can never otherwise attain ; while, in the meantime the 
hardy and numerous fisnermen round the coast would be enabled to prosecute 
their calling in comparative comfort and safety, and to support themselves and 
families m decent mdependence. 

This most desirable object of combining capital with labour would be very 
materially, and beneficially to all parties, promoted by proprietors of lands and 
villages bordering on the coast contributing liberally towards the providine- of 
suitable piers and shelter harbours within reasonable distance of the renuted 
fishing grounds, and subscribing small sums for the purpose of buildiny- ^ood 
and substantial boats adapted to the fishery of their respective localities and 
furnishing theun with suitable rigging and tackle, they themselves sharing in 
the profits to be realized in working such boats. From such a partnership c'om- 
pact both parties would derive reciprocal advantage, but more especially the 
poor fishermen ; while their landlords, in promoting the success of a hardy and 
industrious tenantry, would at the same time obtain increased security fir the 
payment of their rents, and greatly conduce to the improvement of the social 
habits ot tneir neighbouring population. 

We come now to the consideration of the provisions of the Fishery Act as 
they apply to the different descriptions of fish, the times for taking them, and 
the various modes of their capture, whether in the deen sea, along the coast in 
estuaries, or in rivers. , ” 



Open or Deep-Sea Fishing. 

Since our last Report we have successfully pursued, in this branch of our 
subject, the same course which we had previously adopted ; and we continue to 
be actuated by an unwillingness to interdict any particular mode of fishing 
simply ^ upon the assumption of its being injurious ; and, consequently no 
restrictive bye-law has, upon this plea alone, been applied by us to any locality 
where, on a careful and impartial investigation, proofs have not been given tliS; 
Such was expedient and requisite ; and experience has confirmed us in the con- 
clusion that in pursuing this course we have acted judiciously. 

Day-light Fishing with Seine Nets. 

The grievance complained of, and alluded to in our last Report, under this 
head, has been remedied by the 7th section of the Act 7th & 8th Viet. c. 108, to 
the general satisfaction of those engaged in the Seine Fishery. 

Fishing with Trammel Nets. 

The provision made in the original Fishery Act against keeping trammel nets 
set in the sea for the taking of hake, and other coarse descriptions of fish, between 
sunrise and sunset, while it removed in most places the hostility previously ex- 
k useful and productive mode of fishing, is, nevertheless, reported 

and believed to have produced injurious results in many instances, by prevent- 
ing the use of these engines on a large scale along islands and rocky and ex- 
posed portions of the coast, where other modes of fishing are either impracticable 
or unproductive, especially during the winter season, notwithstanding that those 
places are known to abound in some of the superior descriptions offish. 

Under such circumstances, when confined to such localities, the use of the 
rammel net could in nowise clash with or interfere with other modes of fish- 
ing; and yet, as the law interdicts the having of trammel nets set in the sea 
Wing* any time after sunrise till sunset, it amounts to almost an absolute pro- 
ibition of their use, eveu in such localities ; inasmuch as, from the want of 
ports or lauding places within any reasonable distance of such exposed situa- 
lons, although the nets might, with some difficulty, be used after sunset, yet 
hey could hardly be reached by the fishermen in time to be drawn before 
sunrise, as the Act requires.

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Under these particular circumstances, we are of opinion that it may be de- 
sirable to relax the stringency of the enactment above alluded to, so far as to 
enable us to permit and sanction the use of the trammel net during daylight, in 
such places as it may seem to us expedient, after due inquiry, so to do ; in fact, 
"vve are strongly impressed ^vitll a feeling that tlie imposing of legal restrictions 
on the exercise of luiman ingenuity in contriving and using at all times the most 
efficient means for the taking of fish in the open sea is injudicious in principle, 
and that it is preferable to leave such matters to be settled by bye-laws and re- 
gulations, as the peculiar circumstances of each case may be found to require. 

Trawl Net Fishing. 

Thebe has heretofore existed a strong feeling of hostility against this mode of 
fishino-, as well as against that with trammel nets ; but it is on the decline, and 
is no\v chiefly confined to localities where the superior efficiency of the engine 
appears, to the poorer class of fishermen, to give an undue advantage to those 
using it, they not being at present in a position to avail themselves of its 
adv^tages. This is more especially the case on the western coast, where 
the remoteness from good markets brings the abundant produce of the trawl net 
into injurious competition in the immediate locality with the more scanty supply 
obtained by the hook and line. 

However, even in these situations, the contemplated formation of railways and 
other improved modes of communication, is already rousing the spirit of inquiry, 
and some of the more zealous friends of the poor fishermen are exerting them- 
selves to remove their preiudices, and are confident of the introduction, at no 
distant period, of the improved modes of fishing with the concurrence of the 
fishermen themselves. 

Oyster Fishery. 

This profitable and beneficial branch of the Fisheries of Ireland js, in very 
few instances, conducted with due regard to the principles by which it ought to 
be governed. Like the salmon fishery, it is within the power of man either to in- 
crease its productiveness, by the exercise of proper attention and system, or, on 
'the other hand, to depreciate and destroy it by neglect, and over-fishing. The 
proper season for the oyster fishing has been defined and limited by Parlia- 
mentary enactment ; but in many localities this wise and beneficial restriction 
has been neither submitted to nor enforced, and the consequence is that the 
natural beds of oysters, in many districts where they were formerly abundantly 
productive, have now, by unseasonable or over-dredging, become either seriously 
deteriorated or utterly destroyed. For the cure of this evil, the only remedy 
would seem to be in a stringent application and observance of the provisions 
of the Act of last session (5th sec. 7 & S Viet. c. 108), by w'hich we are em- 
powered, in conjunction with the coast guard and the constabulary, to interdict 
and prohibit the dredging for oysters, for fixed periods, in such localities as 
may seem to require our interference in protection of this valuable branch of the 
Fisheries. In some cases, however, as, for instance, in Lough Foyle, where, we 
regret to state, there is no coast guard stationed (although, on other con- 
siderations connected with the Fisheries, such aid is much wanted), it will be 
difficult to enforce any bye-law restriction of oyster dredging; at the same 
time there is reason to hope, that when it shall be clearly understood that the 
sole object in imposing such restriction is for the purpose of protecting and 
rendering the Fishery more productive, the infringement of such wholesome 
interdiction will gradually abate and finally cease. 

In exemplification of the advantage to he derived, in the Oyster Fishery, by the 
application of skill and a proper system of management, may he instanced the 
establishment of a gentleman on the southern shore of the Bay of Galway, county 
of Clare, where an oyster fishery is carried on upon an extensive scale, with, it 
is believed, very profitable residts to himself, and very considerable advantage to 
the poor people in that immediate district, as affording employment to consider- 
able numbers. This gentleman pays constant attention to the artificial beds or 
layei's of oysters wdiich he has established, and which he takes especial care to 
renovate, as occasion may require, from the natural beds in the vicinity ; by 
which means he secures for the proper season a never-failing supply. 

On the other hand, in many parts of Ireland, heretofore remarkable for the 

superiority 
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superiority in Cjuantity as well as quality of oysters, the beds producing them 
have either extensively failed, or have become altogether extinct ; and this we 
believe to be the case with those in Lough Foyle, Lough Swilly, and the Bay of 
Carlingford, in a greater or less degree. 

With a view, therefore, to a permanent and efScient improvement of the 
Oyster Fishery, it appears to be deserving of grave consideration, whether legis- 
lative encouragement and protection should not be given to the formation of 
private or artificial beds and layers in different places along the coast, by parties 
owning the adjacent lands, but in a way not litely to interfere with public 
rights, 

A precedent for such enactment is afforded by the 13th section of the 
5 & 6 Viet. c. 106, which sanctions and encourages, under certain restrictions, 
the formation of bait beds upon the coast, and no reason seems to exist why 
the same principle may not be extended to oysters. In Carlingford Lough the 
Oyster Fishery, as already stated, has wholly failed ; and excepting only the 
supplies brought from Arklow, and deposited there for a short time, none are to 
be had. The shores of the upper part of the bay, both on the Louth and Down 
side, are stated to be peculiarly favourable for such formations; while there is 
no reason to apprehend their interference with existing public rights. 

Lobster Fishery. 

The improvement and extension of this branch of the Fishery has, we observe, 
attracted the enterprise of speculators, both at Waterford and on the coasts of 
Donegal and Mayo ; and by the introduction of well-boats and suitable fishing 
geai’, the people of these districts are likely to be beneficially employed in the 
establishment of a Fishery for the supply of the English market. 

Salmon Fisheries. 

The establishment, by the Legislature, of an uniform close season for the 
Salmon Fisheries, the abolition of the qualification clause in the old Act, the 
recognition of improved modes of fishing in the sea and tideway, and the 
enforcement of a weekly close time, must have been expected to produce veiy 
considerable changes in these Fisheries; the result of which, according to the 
opinion of the most experienced persons, could not be definitively ascertained for 
at least three years after the new system had commenced. We therefore felt 
great unwillingness to enter upon the exercise of the powers vested in us by the 
Act, as regarded the adoption of alterations in the close season, without the most 
deliberate inquiry, and after having given a reasonable trial to the season fixed 
by the Legislature. 

However, the persons interested in many localities became so urgent, and there 
was evidently so much misapprehension of the provisions and policy of the Act, 
that we determined to have a series of meetings held throughout the country, 
with the twofold object of inquiry, as regarded the close season, and of explana- 
tion in reference to the practical provisions and policy of the Act, with a view 
to produce co-operation in carrying out these provisions: incidental to these two 
objects we were also desirous of acquiring such statistical and other information 
as could be obtained during the progress of such an inquiry ; and w’e may here 
state some of the general conclusions to be drawn from the facts which have been 
already laid before us. 

1. That the Salmon Fisheries, even in their present state, are of very con- 

siderable and increasing public importance, but admit of improvement 
• to an extent far surpassing their present amount of production. 

2. That the genej’al principle adopted in the present Act, if carried out in 

its integrity, is well suited to produce the desired improvement, founded 
as it is upon equity, and a more clear establishment of public without 
infringing on private rights. 

3. That as regards the duration of the close season, the weight of evidence, 

and in some cases the admission of the applicants themselves, show- that 
it is premature to attempt an adjustment of the question, and impos- 
sible to know the effects of the restrictions imposed and the principles 
adopted by the Act until more time shall have elapsed for their 
trial.

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4. That whilst these fisheries are in what may be termed their “ transition 

state,” dissatisfaction may be expected to exist amongst those who do 
not fully foresee the effect of the law, and consequently there will be 
in such instances a want of co-operation in carrying it into effect; 
while, on the other liand, the very want of this co-operation is calcu- 
lated to produce a continuance of the present state of things, from 
which that dissatisfaction arises. 

5. That the active enforcement of the provisions of the Act by the coast 

guard, along the coast and tideways, and by the constabulary, under 
the provisions of the Act (7 &, 8 Viet. c. 108,) of last session, is well 
calculated, now that an uniform system is provided, to lay tlie founda- 
tion for the permanent improvement of these Fisheries and the pro- 
tection of public rights, and to remedy in some degree, pending their 
settlement, that want of co operation among the parties more imme- 
diately interested, which will most probably be brought about or may 
be organized when the value of the Fisheries and fishing-places shall 
have become more settled and known. 

With reference to the proposal of an extensive system of Government inspec- 
tion, it is obvious that, so far as the deep-sea Fisheries are concerned, no such 
system is required ; and as regards the Salmon Fisheries, apart from the question 
of expense, and the fact that, perhaps, in no country is there a greater amount 
of public protection afforded to them than is now given in Irelandj we may be 
permitted to express our conviction that no instrumentality will be so effectual 
for their improvement as that of the parties locally interested in each district. 

It appears probable that a system of co-operation and assessment, such as has 
often been proposed, may at some future period be organized, whereby each 
district will be enabled to act most effectively in the improvement of its own 
Fisheries ; but all the information which we have obtained goes to show that 
the time is not yet come when it would be possible to lay down such a system 
on equitable principles, and that to attempt it at present would be likely to 
embarrass and delay the adjustment of disputed public and private rights. 

With reference to the numerous amendments of the provisions of the Act 
relating to the Salmon Fisheries which have from time to time been brought 
under the notice of the Government by various individuals, we have to report, 
that, with the exception of some matters of detail, hereinafter referred to, we are 
not prepared, after the fullest consideration, to recommend their adoption ; on 
the contrary, we would earnestly deprecate any alteration in the principle or 
policy of the Act, at least until it has been more fully and fairly tested, and 
proved to be defective, which, as at present advised, we see no reason to anti- 
cipate. Many of the proposals made are directly subversive of the policy of the 
Act ; some wmuid even go to the re-enactment of the qualification clause ; while 
(frequently for the setting up or maintenance of private rights, real or assumed) 
others contemplate the carrying out its provisions by defining a rate of mini- 
inum penalties, and other arbitrary and penal measures. We are disposed, 
however, to believe that the diffusion of a correct knowledge of the subject, 
coupled with a firm and impartial exercise of the powers vested by this Act in 
the rnagistracy, and the provisions of the common law of the land, will prove 
sufficient for the protection of public and private rights. 

The first of the meetings above alluded to was held at Killorglin, in the 
county of Kerry, on the 13th of November 1844 ; and between that period and 
the close of the year meetings were held and inquiries instituted into all matters 
connected with the Fisheries of the rivers and sea eoast of the south, south-west, 
and east of Ireland, as far north as Dublin inclusive ; and subsequently, during 
the month of January in the present year, similar meetings were held, and 
inquiries made into the circumstances of the great Northern Fisheries, from 
Lough Swilly to lor Point, in the county of Antrim, including the rivers Foyle, 
Bann, and. all others entering the sea along that portion of the coast. Fourteen 
such meetings were held altogether ; they were, generally speaking, numerously 
attended, and many of them lasted for two days. At all these meetings the principle 
and policy of the Act were explained, many erroneous impressions removed# 
and much public interest created ; and whilst, as regards the question of close 
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season, the inquiry was, as we anticipated, admitted to have been premature, by 
persons previously most urgent for it, yet we have reason to believe that much 
good has been effected, and that its tendency has been to produce co-operation 
among parties having conflicting interests. During the ensuing summer it is 
proposed to complete the inquiry throughout the remainder of the country ; and 
when the investigation shall have terminated, the substance of the entire of the 
evidence adduced will be appended to a special Report upon the subject. 

In the meantime, it would be premature to form any decided opinion as to 
what changes in the close season should be proposed or adopted ; but we shall 
continue to call the attention of all parties interested to the necessity of imme- 
diately putting the provisions of the Act into operation, aided as they now may 
be by the coast guard and constabulary. In very few localities has the Act had 
a lair trial. In some places, however, w'here, previous to its passing, parties 
interested were alive to the importance of adopting some such system as is pre- 
scribed therein, beneficial results of a most satisfactory nature have been expe- 
rienced ; whilst in almost every instance of observance of the close season, and 
where the breeding fish have been properly protected, an ample return has been 
obtained. 

- In the great majority of cases, however, the evidence goes to establish the 
existence of a most unwise and short-sighted course of proceeding on the part of 
those most deeply interested in the Salmon Fisheries. We allude to the numer- 
ous and increasing class of persons who fish with, stake weirs, bag nets, and 
draught nets on the sea coast and in the estuaries, (and in some remarkable 
instances, to the proprietors of great fisheries near the mouths of rivers,) who, 
from being the parties that derive by far the largest and first part of the benefit 
arising from protection, and, in fact, holding the commercially valuable portion 
of the Fisheries, ought naturally to be expected to take the most active part in 
securing protection for the spawning ground, making passes for tlie free 
migration of the fish, and enforcing the observance of the weekly close time 
and the other provisions of the Act, with a view to the improvement of their own 
property and interests ; yet it appears that, almost without exception, they have 
not contributed in any way to the furtherance of these essential objects. 

The benefit anticipated from the observance of a weekly close time has stimu- 
lated the proprietors on the upper parts of a few rivers in Ireland to form 
associations for the protection of the fisheries ; but having as yet no money 
value in them, and being unassisted by the lower proprietors, they have not suc- 
ceeded in effecting much good. In fact, the very want of co-operation on the 
part of those most interested, tends to produce, in some cases, rather a hostile 
feeling, and has led, probably, to the proposal of some of those alterations in 
the Act to which we have adverted as being at variance with its policy; while 
it is also this same neglect and want of co-operation, on the part of those fishing 
on the sea coast and in estuaries, which have caused the urgent demand for some 
system of assessment. 



Weekly Close Time and Free Passage for Migration of Fish, 

The importance of the provisions relating to the observance of the weekly 
close time, and the benefits to be derived therefrom, are now beginning to be 
felt. Hitherto, however, they have been only partially complied with ; and in 
some of the important Fisheries of the North, they have not, until the present 
season, been at all attended to ; but when it becomes generally knowm that the 
constabulary have been empowered to enforce these provisions, they will be 
better observed. The only minimum penalty in the Act is attached to offences 
committed in. breach of the weekly close time; and if the law in this respect be 
everywhere strictly enforced, it will he the means of giving to the people along the 
ypper waters some interest in the Fisheries, and thereby induce co-operation in the 
essential matter of protection. Indeed, those parties fishing in the sea, estuaries, 
and lower waters are wholly inexcusable, who not only neglect to contribute to 
the protection of the breeding fish, but by open breach or evasion of thia part of 
the law, with palpable injury to their own future interests, withhold from the 
upper people (in whose power it is to protect or prevent the increase of fish) any 
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paiticipation in the benefits of the Fishery, which tlie strict observance of the 
■weekly close time would necessarily give them. 

Very few applications have been received for the formation of suitable pas- 
sages for the migration of fish over mill or other artificial weirs, or through 
natural obstacles. We believe this is chiefly owing to the difiiculty experienced 
of collecting funds for the purposes of such works from the people living along 
the upper parts of rivers, and the total neglect of those on the lower portions, 
and along the estuaries, who are also most deeply interested in them. The 
formation of such passes are of nearly equal importance to the observance of 
the weekly close time ; and are essential to the more equal distribution of the 
fish, which, at present, are taken in unfairly large quantities by persons having 
a right to fish below natural or artificial obstructions. Passes mr free migration 
are among the first measures that ought to be effected in every river where such 
weirs and obstacles exist, as the means of bringing about a nearly uniform sys- 
tem, by allowing of the various migrations of the fish at the times when they are 
impelled by nature to these movements; and it is, therefore, the more to be 
deplored that the parties interested have not afforded to us the means of executing 
such valuable improvements. 

We have had occasion to observe, in our Reports as Drainage Commissioners, 
upon the obstructed state in which we find the rivers of Ireland, which is often 
caused by ill-constructed weirs, badly adapted even to the objects for which they 
were erected. Along the whole course of the Shannon, these evils are being 
remedied, under the provisions of the Shannon Act ; and all rivers, or parts of 
rivers brought under the operation of the Drainage Act, will have similar 
remedies applied, thus effecting important benefits to the Fisheries, in very 
many districts, collaterally with the more immediate objects of these Acts. In 
the great majority of cases, however, the removal of such obstructions must 
depend upon the voluntary contributions of parties interested. 

Definition of Mouth of Rivers, 

Since the date of our last Annual Report we have had the mouths of several 
rivers defined for the purposes of the Act, aii. enumeration of which will be 
foujid in Schedule No. 4, which accompanies this Report. 

Illegal Stahe Weirs and Fished Nets in Narrow Estuaries, 

The question of the legality of the stake weirs erected in places less than 
three quarters of a mile broad at low water of spring tides, alluded to in our last 
Report, has been since subjected to further trial in the superior courts of assize 
at Wexford, Waterford, and Kilkenny, and brought before the Queen’s Bench, 
Dublin, with results which cannot be deemed otherwise than satisfactory; and 
although in these instances, we understand, it was chiefly tried upon the common 
law, the decisions were in conformity with what we presume to have been the 
intention of the Legislature, in the statute law, regarding weirs in such narrow 
places. 

The -weirs in the estuary and harbour of Waterford, tlie legality of which has 
been thus tried, have been all removed, the ultimate decisions, as well as- those 
given at the assizes, being adverse to their use ; nevertheless, we regret to learn 
that some which were not made the subject of trial, but the title to which, it is 
stated, depends upon similar grounds to those of the condemned weirs, have been 
again erected this year. Upon the representation of an officer of this Board 
some of these latter were taken down, but others yet remain; and as the cot- 
fishermen have been with difiiculty restrained from taking the law into their 
own hands, it perhaps will be found necessary to subject these weirs also to 
indictment, so that the title to maintain them or otherwise may be finally 
settled. We trust that the result of these trials will lead to the abandonment in 
other similar localities of weirs not bona fide protected by the provisions of the 
23d and 24th sections of the Act 5 & 6 Viet. c. 106. When once the number of 
legal or protected weirs is decided upon in each locality the law will be finally 
adjusted as regards that district, and thenceforward easily enforced against 
parties attempting to erect new ones.

These persons feared no lubt thit 
the quantity offish heretofore taken by themselves would be greatly diminished 
but where tne use of these engines is confined to the places peimitted and 
defined by the Act. we are disposed to believe, from the eviLce as yet obtained 
hat such fears were o a great extent groundless ; besides, the pubfic have “ w 
the advantage of the increased supply, and we have reason to observe that wherl 
proper attention has been paid to the protection of the breeding fish, the’ parries 
who apprehended consequences injurious to themselves from the enlarged use rf

- - Prohibiting the use of trawl nets at all times 
within a straight line from the Baily Lighthouse 
at Howth to the rocks called the “ Mugglins,” 
thence to the southern point of Dalkey Island, and 
thence across Dalkey Sound towards the signal 
station on Killiney Hill.

Galway Bay - 


- - Prohibiting the use of trawl nets within a 
straight line from Barna Pier on the north to 
Glenbagh Castle on the south side of the bay.

- - Prohibiting; the use of trawl nets within a 
straight line from Knockalla Battery on the west 
to Linsford Church on the east side of the Lough.
